Appeals from their Sentences, pong 
the Churches, ſhatting the Minifters out 
of the Manſes or Parſonag--Houſes, and 
refuling the Stipends 3 if gjovbing. and rab- 
bling the Minitters, Roning the Pregbyte- 
ries, and all poſſible Aﬀeonts and Indigni- 
ties offer'd to the Church in general, and 
their Proceedings in partreular, be Perſecu- 
ticn, : then is the Church of Scotland really 
perlecuicd. | 
. And all this She ſuffers, while As of 
Parliament, Proclamations, Treaties of 
Union, and the Power of the Civil Magi- 
frates ar- all on her Side—— Not England 
beizy engagd to keep tlie Unioa entire, 
not the ſolemn Ratification of that Treaty, 
ia which tte AQt of Security of the Church 
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s encorporated, fat the Queen's Reſolu- 
tion of ſupporting and maintaining the 


Church in its legal Conſtitution, expreſs'd !. 
in her Majeſty's Letters to Scotland, not- - 


the Civil Power; in ſhort nothing can pro- 
cure that Church the peaceable Poſſeſhon 
of her eftabliſh'd Liberties, but ſhe has a

It appears, they are, Firſt, no legally 
rdain'd Minifters, only licens'd by 
the Non-Furant Biſhops. 

Secondly, Non-Furors— That's almoft a 
Conk:quence of being Intruders in 
Sorland. 

Thirdly, They refuſe to pray for the 
Queen, and thoſe of them that did 
read the Common-Prayer ——always 
paſs'd over the Colle@ tor the Queen,

INFORMAT!ON for Mr. John Blair, Azent 
of the Kivk, and lawfully authoriz'd to the 
Effet ajier mention'd, and her Majeſty's 
Advocate for ber Highneſs Injere#t ; a;ainſt 
Mr. John Grub a pretended Preacber, Mr, 
Robert Lindſay a Pretender,and Myr. John 
Och:erlony late Incumbent at Balmerino, 
and Mr, John Ochterlony Chamberlain ro 
the ESate of Melgum. 


HE foreſaid four Perſons being con- 
>, yened before the Lords of TJuftici- 
ary, for their intruding into the Churches 
and Manſes mentioned in their Libel, 
without an orderly Call from the Paroches, 
and due Admiſſion from the Presbytery 
upon the Ads of Parliament libelled, and 
eſpecially the 224 AM of the Parliament 
1695, Intituled, A again# intruding into 
Churches. The Libel is here held as re- 
peated; aud the Purſuer in the firſt Place 
inſitted againft the ſaid Mr. Foby Grub and 
Mr. Robert Lindſay, for intruding into the 
Churches and Manles of 0th/o and Zdzel. 
The 'Vrocurators i Defence did' firſt 
propone a Declinator, alledging, that the 
Purſuer ſhould condeſcend, whether the 
ſaids Perſons intruded before or after the 
Att 1695 3 becauſe, if before, they were 
only to be purſued before the Lords of 
Pcivy Conncil ; and if after, they were to 
be purſued before the Judzes Ordinary, 
menrtion'd in the AG. But it being an- 
ſwer'd'/by the Purſuer, That he needed not 
condeicend upon the Time of the Intrufion, 
otherways thau he has done in the Libel, 
in Reſpe@, that. if they intruded before 
the Att of Parliament 1695, and were 
thereon 


thereen convenable before. the Privy- 
Council, her Majeſty hath by .her Procla- 
mation remitted the Proſecution. to the 
Lords of Jufticiary z-and if they intruded 
after the AA 1695s, the Proſecution was 
referred co the Judges Ordinary only for 
the more ready Execution, but no ways to 
exclude the Lords of Jufticiary, even in 
the fixſt Inſtance, ſpecially fince her Majeſty 
by her Proclamation had recommended the 
Matter to them as ſaid is, _ 

The Lords repelled the Declinator. . 

Then the Procurators in Defence alledg'd 
no Proceſs, becauſe by the A of Parlia- 
meat 1695, che Proſecution againft Jatru- 
ders was remitted to the.
